The rebel army, after almost eigh-

It moved aliently and 
when day broke was nowhere to be 
aeen. The Mexican national troopa 
cntared the city at dawn, eneeentor- 
iag DO reaiatanee. 

Great was the surprise of the 
commanders of the Government 
troops on finding, when they reached 
the outerwodcs of the rebel en- 
trenchments, that the trenches had 
been abandoned and no hnnrreetos 
were in sight.
